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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The combination of newly added limitations of claim 6 were not previously present and would therefore require 
furtherconsideration and search.. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that "in the present invention, an 
appropriate amount of a cross-linking agent is used upon polymerizing a seed". However no limitation regarding a "seed" is present in the 
instant claims and applicants are therefore relying on limitations not present in the claims. Applicants argue that in Kishida butadiene is 
optionally used. However the disclosure of Kishida that butadiene is optionally used is sufficient reason for those of ordinary skill in the art 
to use butadiene. Applicants argue unexpected results. Applicants argue unexpected results compared to Kishida but no data comparative 
to Kishida has been presented. Furthermore transparency is not possible in composition containing phases of different refractive index 
since light is bent when traveling from a material of one refractive index to another and there's nothing in the claims either explicitly or 
inherently requiring that the impact modifier and polyester be refractive index matched. The secondary references are not used for any 
disclosure except for use of materials of a particular refractive index, hydroxyl containing monomers and amorphous polyesters, nor is 
motivation to use these features dependent on any particular butadiene content. With regard to applicants' remarks in the last complete 
paragraph on page 6, the examiner cannot find the alleged quotation in the FINAL Office action nor is it clear what "effect" applicants are 
referring to. Clarification is needed. . 
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
